TO  THE  SITTINGBOUENE  AND  MILTON

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Eeport 
for  the  year  1908. 

The  Hospital,  although  at  times  busy  during  the  year, 
has  not  been  overtaxed,  and  was  never  full. 

In  the  following  statistics  I  have  compared  last  year  with 
previous  years,  and  much  interesting  matter  is  thus  obtained. 

I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  Matron 
and  Nursing  Staff  during  the  year. 

The  Board  instituted  a  bacteriological  laboratory  at  the 
Hospital  in  September,  1900.  This  has  already  been  a  great 
boon,  and  will  save  the  Districts  its  cost  to  them  over  and 
over  again  by  preventing  expensive  isolation  of  cases,  which 
can  be  shown  to  be  negative  only  by  the  work  of  such  a 
Laboratory.

THE  KEYCOL  HILL  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Hospital  is  the  property  of  the  Sittingbourne  and 
Milton  Joint  Hospital  Board,  consisting  of  representatives  of 
the  three  Authorities,  Milton  Eural,  Sittingbourne  Urban, 
and  Milton  Eegis  Urban  District  Councils. 

The  Board  wms  constituted  by  Order  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  dated  6th  May,  1879,  under  Sec.  279  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

The  Board  meet  at  the  Board  Eoom,  Town  Hall,  Sitting¬ 
bourne,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  each  month,  at  12  noon. 

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  Bobbing  parish  on  the  main 
London-Dover  road,  about  21  miles  from  Sittingbourne. 

The  area  of  the  site  is  8a.  lr.  5Jp.  The  site  was  presented. 

Cost  of  buildings,  etc.,  £13,450. 

A  Small-Pox  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  same  Board, 
situated  about  J  mile  distant  in  the  same  parish.  See  page  8.

It  is  noteworthy  that  during  the  last  13  years  no  death 
occurred  at  the  Hospital  of  residents  of  the  Parishes  of 
Bapchild,  Bredgar,  Iwade,  Milsted,  and  Tunstall. 
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DISINFECTION. 

I  lie  Hospital  is  supplied  with  a  Heck’s  low  pressure  steam 
disinfector.  In  this  apparatus  the  infected  articles  from  the 
District  as  well  as  from  the  institution  are  disinfected.  There 
is  no  reason  to  think  that  the  apparatus  does  not  thoroughly 
disinfect,  and  it  has  been  well  tested  during  the  recent  Scarlet 
Fever  epidemics.  The  subjoined  list  gives  the  articles  from 
the  District  disinfected  here  during  the  year.  A  far  greater 
number  of  articles  from  inside  the  institution  have  also  been 
disinfected.  A  drying  room  has  been  made  during  the  year 
for  drying  the  clothes  after  disinfection.  During  the  summer 
the  articles  are  dried  by  exposure  in  the  air,  but  in  winter 
generally  this  is  impossible.  A  Formalin  Chamber  also  was 
provided  during  the  year.

I  hope  the  Laboratory  will  continue  to  be  used  freely  by 
the  Medical  Men  of  the  district,  for  much  help  can  be  obtained 
in  doubtful  cases  of  the  above  diseases  by  such  tests,  which 
are  carried  out  by  us  gratis.

KEYCOL  HILL  SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL. 

Erected  in  1902  during  an  epidemic  of  Small-Pox. 

It  is  situated  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Keycol  Hill,  about 
3-5ths  mile  from  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  site  is  Ta. 
13p.  in  area,  and  cost  £845.  The  buildings  cost  £510. 
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During  1902  epidemic  57  patients  were  treated  there, 
30  at  one  time.  The  accommodation  is  really  for  20  beds. 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Rainham  Company’s  mains. 

Drainage — earth  closets  and  cesspools. 

Mortuary  provided.  Laundry  and  Cooking  accommoda¬ 
tion  also  provided. 

Grounds  enclosed  by  close  oak-paled  fence  6dft.  high. 

The  Hospital  is  kept  in  repair  and  ready  for  use. 

Cases  treated — -In  1902,  57  cases;  1903,  2  cases;  and  1905, 
1  case.  No  case  since. 

CON  SUPMTION  SCHEME. 

Schemes  have  been  suggested  to  each  of  the  constituent 
Authorities  and  to  this  Board  by  which  buildings  belonging 
to  the  Hospital  could  be  utilised  for  the  Sanatorium  treatment 
of  cases  of  Consumption  from  our  Joint  Districts.  The  most 
recent  suggestion  was  to  remove  one  of  the  temporary  Wards 
from  the  grounds  of  the  Small-Pox  Hospital  to  land  belonging 
to  the  Board  at  the  Kevcol  Hill  Hospital  site.  Administration 
of  this  block  could  be  easily  managed  from  the  Keyed  Hill 
Hospital. 

Further  consideration  of  this  matter  is  now  being  ar¬ 
ranged  for. 

AMBULANCE. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  an  efficient  Ambulance  for  the 
removal  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  be  provided.  It  is  impossible 
in  the  present  conveyance  for  the  patient  to  be  lying  down, 
and  this  for  severe  cases  and  cases  with  heart  affection  is 
dangerous.  Several  cases  during  the  year  have  demonstrated 
to  us  the  desirability  of  asking  your  serious  consideration  of 
this  matter.
